beings. No doubt the wretched man 
was prepared to exclaim, '• Anywlierc, 
anywhere outof thishole !" But ha.s the 
Crown, in acceding to the agonized ro- 
quest ofaaudering man, acted with be. 
coming courtesy to the Bench and coun- 
sel for tho pri.sonor'/ Has it not really 
been guilty of contouipt of court in re- 
moving beyond, tho jurisdiction of tho 
court a prisoner in \y hose behalf a mo- 
tion that affected bis liberty had been 
made? Tho man Imd been Hentciiced,

['inatter wears an ugly look. Did the 
*Crown find itself forced lo defend an- 
"other of its many blunders? and in 
order tn hide fresh evidence of its 
Jincapacity did it hand the prisoner 
jpver to thp Dominion authorities to get 
nfid pf the case altogether? i iThd-- jiro- 
[teeding -'ppears to us to have been dis- 
'courteoua to Bench and Bar, unfair to 
'the prisoner and in tho highest sense 
.Illegal. In the present case the man 
may richly deserve punishment; but 
there was a right and a wrong method 
to insure the infliction of the penal ty. 
The government here, it seems to us, 
lias taken the wrong course. It has 
transferred to the shoulders of the Do 
"_a«nion government a responsibility 
which does not by right attach to it 
and it has created a difficulty which, as 
tho convict is a poor man, will proba 
bly not bo surmounted unless the 
Bench should exercise its prerogative 
and uphold its dignity by taking steps 
which will ensure the production of 
tho man before it. This particular 
prisoner niay, as we have said, really 
deserve to e.xpiato his offence within 
the four walls of a prison; but tlie acl 
which has consigned him to tho peni 
tentiary may 'ere long be duplicated in 
the case of a perfectly innocenL man. 
It is a bad precedent which shoiilrj not 
be allowed to pass unchallenged.

They are about to have legal trouble 
^t Nanaimo over the rooent civic elec- 
tion.'- ' Mr. Harvey, tho nominator of 
Mr. Wm.

Craft and Neal al first denied 
Ellis' story, biit Neal confessed tliis 
afternoon, and Ellis and Neal waived 
examination. Ellis and Ndal are mar- 
ried, Craft is single. They all wore 
present at the funeral, and one drove 
the hearse at the funeral and another 
was pall bearer. Crowds have been 
gathering all day at Catlettsburg, and 
threats of lynching are common. 

The GarMle's A.shland special says: 
Ellis' strange conduct excited the sus- 
picions of the citizons, who told Detec- 
tive Laflin. Laflin then sent for Ellis, 
and talked with him in his room at 
the hotel. This morning, in jail, Ellis 
denied -O^ft^a^ y^eal were 
guilty, buVsuIisequentiy reasserted the 
tirst statement, saving that he was 
compelled to retract. The bodies of 
tho victims wore exhumed to day and 
their wounds examined. It was found 
they correspond exactly with tho state- 
ment of Ellis as to the position of tlie 
parties when the murderous blows 
were struck. Ellis has made all pre- 
parations for death, and expects it. 
Detective LaOin thinks Ellis tho chief 
actor in the tragedy, and that his con-

freight if from Ontario, is a heavy tax 
on the fnrmer,not half compens-atcd fur 
by the [)rotection on produce; conse- 
.pently there has been but a 
small increase of farming produce since 
the new tariff. For under tho present 
tariff no new enterprise requiring 
plant can be started without costing 
nearly double what it would cost in 
any other part of the Dominion. 

The inconsistencies of ;tho tariff 
render the namo of protection an al> 
surdity in this province; for instahqe, 
last year there were nearly 30,000 
harrels of flour imported into this pro- 
vince yet a gristmill in this city was 
idle nearly all last month for want of 
•wheat to grind into flour, though the 
owners were offering tho lughest cash 
price for wheat thatthe jnarke.fc price of 
flour would justify, for 'the 'i-eason that 
there ia too little wheat grown on Van- 
couver Island to keep one small mil! 
running, because two-thirds of the 
available lands havo been locked up 
for speculation for years, and cannot 
bo turned to account by those who 
would cultivate them if they could. 
The difficulty of importing wheat to 
grind is easily understood wlion it is 
known that the duty on wheat that 
will make a barrel of Hour is at least 
25 cents more than tho spocitic 
duty on an imported lari'el of flour, 
and sacks thab contain flour come in 
free while tho same kind of sacks pay 
a duty of 30 per cent, advaloreni when 
imported empty. Still thoy can be im- 
ported readymade from San Francisco 
to bettor advantage than they can bo 
made here because of the licavy duty 
on cotton cloth. Therefore, if there is 
any protection it is for the benefit of 
the Oregon and California millers and 
sack makers, and the protection to tho 
farmer by tho duty on wheat is nearly 
neutralized by the smaller duty on 
Hour and the great facility with which 
flour can be and ia imported. 

There aro many other absurdities of 
the present tariff, and 1 will venture to 
say that unless it is amended very ma- 
terially tho benefits which wo aro now 
receiving and which wo are likely to 
receive by the construction of railroads 
or other public works will bo but teui- 
porary^,ftnd unstibstantiai ; , , hncause al 1 
the profit ttnti aolvaiifeg0;,of our natural 
productions and exports will bo ab- 
sorbed by duties or freights jtaid to 
foreign countries on the very necessar- 
ies for our lives and existence, for the 
difficulty, under present circum.stances, 
of manufacturing or producing what 
we require appear almost irisumbunt-

The Court sat at lOA o'clock to hoar the 
attorney-general's argument on i.hc con- 
stitutional question. 

The attornoy-genei-al said that hii> de- 
partmental duties bad pressed .so heavily 
upon him that he was sorry ho had been 
unable to give the case that attention 
which its importance demanded. Their 
lordships had remarked upontiie magni- 
tude of tlie case which ho liimaeU' recog- 
nized; but his office hours were long and 
had assiduou-ily devoted all liis spare 
time, sitting up as late as 2 o'clock in the 
morning, to prepare the case, the import- 
ance of which could not bo overrated. 
Every line of the Chief .histicc's memor- 
andum of tlio case was valuabh;, iind if 
he conld only get time ho could close the 
case in one day. The reports ([uotod by 
Mr. Bavio wore entirely now to hhn (the 
attorney-general) and it would be neccs- 
.sary for him to see those reports before 
continuing his argument. .-Xiiothor point 
that had been raised involved tlio Judi- 
cial Districts Act, and upon the decision 
of the Court in this case hung the va- 
lidity of that Act.

ion. Tho court labored umior great ilitli- 
cultios. They felt it their duty to carry 
out a law if it was a law; but they mu.st 
first bo certain on all the iiuints. Suitors 
were put to great inconvenience liy these 
slow prococdings. Two suitors as.serl 
that he had decided wrongly — one case in- 
volved the sum of §80,000— and they 
wished to get their cases before the Otta- 
wa court as quickly as po-ssible and had al- 
ready been there, but had been sent back 
and here tho door was closed. fie (the 
Chief Justice) had no doubt that ho was 
correct; but howasas anxious asanyoneto 
get tliu ruling of tho court tit,,OlUiwa. .On 
Alonday a criminal case wnaf set (/or^ hear- 
ing.

dark. He had been to my house be- 
fore — about three weeks ago. He pre- 
tended to be deaf ami dumb. When he 
came last Moinlay night I felt sorry 
for him because. 1 thought ho was de 
prived of speecli and hearing. I made 
him understand that he might slay .ill 
night, to which ho consented, and by 
sign.s asked to be relieved of his over- 
coat. I took his coat and hung it up. 
After that ho went to the waslistaiid 
and wa.shed liiiviself. .My little girl 
gave him somo papers to read. Then 
we had tea. After tea he took uj) 
Home papers and looked at them awhile. 
I then went to my brother's on an er- 
rand and when 1 came back niy son 
George told ino the pri.soner iiad fallen. 
I thought he might want to go to 
bod, .and I took the slate and wrote that 
ho might go to bed at any time. He 
wrote on it, "What county do you live 
in?" X wrote "Annapolis !" He then 
wanted to know how far it was to tho 
county line. I wrote "three miles." Ho 
then wrote, "Is that your son V I 
nodded my lie.id, anil he then pointed to 
tho little girl and intimated tlia', lie ex- 
pected she was my daughter. I made the 
same motion. He then wont out doors. 
Hn shortly after came to tho room door 
and fired a shot from a revolver. The 
shot struck my son behind tho ear. When 
I hoard tho report I turned round and ha 
fired tho second time, the ball hitting my 
little girl bolow the right arm, and tho 
doctor said the ball went through her 
lung, .\fter the second shot was fired, 
my son sprang up and made for tho pri- 
soner, wlio turned round and wont out of 
doors. I then shut tlie door. Tho pri- 
soner then went to tho window, and in 
plain language demanded his hat. I gave 
liiin his hat and then his overcoat out of 
tho window. That is the last 1 saW of 
him till now. Tho prisoner is tho very 
man who shot my children. After com- 
niitiing the crime Foster made his way to 
New Germany, travelling towards Bridge- 
water, and boing hotly pursued, ho turned 
and drew two revolvers to defend himsolf, 
saying he would not bo taken except by a 
proper ollicer. On the constable arriving 
ho gave himself up, saying, "I have com- 
mitted a crime." As yet tho prisoner has 
niado no other statement. In his pockets 
were found a card case containing a photo- 
graph of a young woman and several 
Ladies' visiting cards, also a pocket memo- 
randum book, filled with proscriptions 
for horses and cattle. Tho book leads 
to the belief that he has gone by 
several alia^ea, such as D. Albert Armon- 
dalo, Arthur Armondalo, and Jack Simp- 
son, and that ho has boen in the .habit of 
passing for a deaf mute ia evident from 
tho fact that in the books referred to 
there are several soutences printed with a

A MTSTSRT OF TSS SEA. 

Loss of a Steunor with All on 
BoaxA, 

Nr:w YouK, Jan, 10. — A Herald 
special from ?A. John's, N. F,, says: 
IntoUigonco lias just been received of 
one of the most molaucholy marine 
disasters that has occurred on this coast. 
The steamship Lion, of about 500 tons 
capacity leftsthis port on Wednesdey 
evening last for Trinity Bay. There 
were on board when leaving St. John's 
an aggregate of forty-three souls. Of 
this number twenty-five formed the 
ship's crew and the remaining eigUtoen 
were paasenners bound for diiferent 
harbors in Trinity. No account of 
the steamer was beard till this morn- 
ing wh^ intolligencccame by wire that 
the body of a lady named Cross, one of 
her passengers, was picked up on Buc- 
oalew Island and convoyed over to Red 
Head cove for interment. 

Two of the steamer's boats were also 
found, one having tho ship's name on 
her stern. Ten kegs of kerosene oil.thc 
precise number which the Lion had on 
deck, were also picked up on tho wost- 
ei n side of Euccalow island. A quant- 
ity of lumber was found drifting about 
in the neighborhood which exactly cor- 
rospoudcd to tho, steomer'a deck cargo. 
The names of all the passengers on 
board the Lion are not known so far, 
as the .steamer was not n regulor pas 
sengcr boat, and no formal list of them 
was kept at the oflice of her owners. 
The body of tlie lady m only one as yet 
recovered or identiQed. The llev. Mr. 
Foster and hi8.brido,tw6 of the pa.ssen 
gers, were niamed only ohc -week ago. 

It is a matter of extreme perplexity 
to solve th6 enigma of the steamer's 
loss. The total run from St. John's 
to Trinity harbor would not occupy 
more than eight hours. The weather 
was fine and clear, the sea tranquil and 
there is nothing but a bald coast along 
whore the steamer's course lay. Capt. 
Fowler was an expert . navigator, along 
this coast, having been crui.sing up and 
down in fishing schooners nnd coiiating 
crafts during the past tliirty years. The 
Newfoundland government has just 
dispatched the steamer Cabot to the 
probable scene of tho calamity, but it 
is too likely that tio hmnaa aid can now 
avail to save either life Of^roperfcy, or 
even to unveil the mystery that Eur- 
rounds the particular mode in wliieh 
tho ill-starred vessel met her fate.
